White Plains, K. T., July 31.— 


Harry K. Thaw was treated to a new 
sensation when Justice Mills, who is 
to decide his fate, took the witness 
into his own hands and out him 
through a course of questioning of 
the most severe character. Thaw left 
the stand, shaking and nervous, but 
was confident, however, that he had 
made a good impression on the juo 
tice. 


This, the most severe of Thaw's or- 


deals, came after two hours of ter- 
rific examination at the hands of Je- 
rome. 


When Jeroiae announced that he 


•was through with Thaw, Justice Mills 
turned to the prisoner and said he 
wanted to ask him some questions. 
The justice picked out three vital 
points in the case: The alleged delu 
sion concerning White; the apparent- 
ly incoherent notes made by Thaw 
for his counsel during the first and 
second trials, and the "exaggerated 
ego" which Justice Mills said Thaw 
exhibited in his conduct during the 
trial of the case. 


"Do you hold the same belief as to 


the practices of White that you held 
when you were examined by Dr. Ev- 
ans, who said you had paranoia?" 
asked Justice MDls. "Not exactly." 


Recognizes Own Mistakes. 


"In substance?" "I found I was 


mistaken in some things and I dis- 
covered additional things." 


"Well, do yon still believe that 


White did assault young girls in that 
room?" "Yes. sir." 


*Do yon think yon had. ample evi- 


dence?" "'Yes. sir." 


Then Thaw said he had nothing bnt 


the word of the women who claimed 
to have been ruined and the .word o° 
Anthony Comstock. He finally admit- 
ted that Comstock had only tne evi- 
dence of the women and therefore 
had been anabl eto prosecute White.

their downfall is to be trusted?" 
"Certainly not," answered Tha-w.
